_ Ia the triumph of the Southern party. 
they saw agieam of hope. Slavery and 
polygamy were both domestie“ insti- 
tations, an l if the party ruled who prac- 
ticed the one, they could not censiatent- 
by make war upon the party who prac. 
ticed the other, and who looked upon 
both institutions as exceedingly proper 
aud of dirine origin. 

The triumph of the anti slavery. anti- 
polygamy party. wus therefore the most 
foreign to their hopes and interests. 
whiie that of the opposite class. thungh 
not exactly what they desired was still 
eontemplated with less bitterness, and 
not withont some degree of bope of their 
ew. ultimete triu:nph over both par- 
The strongest wishes they possessed,
